•Amend tlie Law concerning the Celebration and 
Registration of Marriages in Ireland. 

rHEREAS the Law concerning the Celebration and Regis- PrcnmUo. 
tration of Mairiages in Ireland requires Amendment; 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
5 and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

Preliminary. 

1. This Act may be cited as The Marriages (Ireland) Act, 1862. Short Titli. 

2. Except as herein-after expressly provided, this Act shall com- Commenoo. 
10 mence and take effect from and immediately after the Thirty-first Day 

of December One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two. 

3. This Act shall extend to Ireland only, except as herein-after Extent, 
expressly provided. 



4. The Enactments mentioned in Schedule (A.) to this Act are eo eaUf 
15 hereby repealed to the Extent therein specified ; but such Repeal shall EnSniLts 
not affect the past Operation of, or any Marriage already celebrated 
under, or confirmed or rendered valid by, any such Enactment, or '' 
any Act done, or any Right, Title, Obligation, or Liability already 
acquired or accrued or now existing, under or by virtue of any such 
20 Enactment.

terians or Wesleyan Methodists respectively, by virtue of a Licence,
